6.  Providing,  instead  of  the  present  mode 
of  amendment,  that  when  two  successive 
legislatures  propose  amendments,  and  those 
propositions  shall  he  sanctiofied  by  a  majori- 
ty of  the  people,  such  amendments  shall  bo 
a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  expense  of  a  Cmvention  may  he 
urged  OS  a  reason  against  calling  one  at  the 
prefieDt  linie ;  but  ihe  saving  to  Ibe  Slate  in 
one  year  from  reducing  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives one  half,  altliough  the  Senate 
should  be  increased  to  double  its  present 
number,  would  be  nearly  sufficient  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  a  Convention.
